Cities Worried at Potential 
Vote of Young Collegians 


By ELAINE E. ROWLEE

The prospect that the U.S. Su- 


preme Court may uphold lower- 
ing the legal voting age to 18 
may cause a number of states 
to take a searching look at laws 
enfranchising college students 
and at the possible heightened 
impact on local elections. 


In at least one state, city gov- 


ernment officials say then- fears 
already have baas. 


Only 17 of the 50 states have 


what amount to flat restrictions 
against college students voting 
except in their home towns, 
either in person or by absentee 
ballot. Mississippi even bars 
ballots by mail. 


All the rest of the states, 


laws usually hedged with length 
of residence requirements and 
sometimes "proof of intent to 
establish permanent residence," 
allow college students to vote 
where they go to school. 


Minimum Age 


Most states have a minimum 


voting age of 21. Congress, how- 
ever, has passed a law lower- 
ing the voting age to 18 and its 
constitutionality is being tested 
in court. The U.S. Constitution 
says states shall 
determine 


qualifications of their voters. 


Residence qualifications vary 


from state to state: usually six 
months to a year in the state, 
30 days to four months in the 
county and mostly 30 days in 
the voting precinct.

around. The other councilmen 
think we're just a bunch of 
talkers who have no programs. 
With more young people voting, 
and getting elected, you'll get 
saner local planning and a 
cleaner environment." 


But state Rep. F. James Sen- 


senbrenner, co-chairman of a 
legislative committee reviewing 
elections, took a different view. 
He predicted the next Wisconsin 
Legislature will require students 
to vote in their home towns. 


Sensenbrenner said, "we don't 


want a college town to be sad- 
dled, for example, with a large 
school bond debt by the votes 
of transient students who have 
no roots in the area." 


Wisconsin is not the only 


place where student voting is 
viewed with alarm. 


A campaigner for the 18-year- 


old vote in Connecticut said he 


hopes there'll be no move to 
ease further the restrictions of 
that state's constitution. 


Edward Forand Jr., an organ- 


izer of the movement to lower 
Connecticut's voting age, said, 
"Most people are tremendously 
fearful of the possibility of 
young people getting the vote in 
their area and perhaps dramat- 
ically swaying elections. There 
is no campaign here and 
wouldn't dream of encouraging 
one. People are scared enough 
as it is." 


Permanent Residence 


In some states that permit a 


collegian to register as a voter 
in the college town, officials re- 
ly on administrative regulations 
and tests of an applicant's in- 
tent to establish permanent res- 
idence. 


While he was assistant Arkan- 


sas attorney general, Thomas 
Glaze ruled such intent should 
be demonstrated by owning 
property, paying taxes and es- 
tablishing a residence. 


Some local authorities in In- 


diana have threatened to pros- 
ecute students who claimed 
permanent residence and regis- 
tered to vote if they continue to 
drive personal cars registered 
and licensed in another state. 


Even among the states that al- 


low students to vote where they 
go to school, there are special 
requirements 
on 
establishing 


residence. Those who live in col- 
lege dorms or fraternity houses, 
for example, cannot establish 
voting residence 
in 
college

(AP) — A declaration condemn- 
ing colonialism and calling for 
an end to the arms race was 
ready for passage by the Gener- 
al Assembly today as the 25th 
anniversary observance of the 
United Nations drew to a close. 


Action on the declaration of 


faits in the United Nations and 
its goals closed out the 10-day 
commemorative 
session 
at 


which 18 heads of state, 24 
chiefs of government and 44 oth- 
er, representatives—mostly for- 
eign ministers—paid tribute to 
the world forum. 


Its final form was hammered 


out in a lengthy nighttime ses- 
sion that ended early Friday. 


The most controve1 sial sec- 


tions of the 12-point document 
were paragraphs 6 and 7 deal- 
ing with Portugal's African col- 
onies and South Africa's system 
of apartheid, or racial segrega- 
tion. Both delegations thought 
the sections were too strong, but 
the independent African states 
contended they were not strong 
enough. 


Vote Demanded 


Stung by the attack on its ad- 


ministration of Angola, Mozam- 
bique and Portuguese Guinea 
Portugal called for a vote on the 
colonialism section. South Afri- 
ca then demanded a vote on the 
entire declaration so it could 
record its dissent. 


Portugal's demand was de 


feated 58-13 with 14 abstentions 
and South Africa was persuadec 
to withdraw its motion on 
grounds its dissent would be re- 
flected-in-'the "record of the de- 
bate.

Mixon Talk May Yield Nothing 
Big 4 to Press 


For Extension 


Of Cease-Fire 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A vet- 


eran diplomat's crisp remark 
lummed up what many believe 
oday about prospects for Presi- 
dent Nixon's bid for peaceful 
U.S.-Soviet competition to im- 
prove world conditions. 


Paul Henri Spaak of Belgium, 
resident of the United Nations 
General Assembly's first ses- 
sion in 1946, was asked if Nix- 
on's appeal to the Kremlin—de- 
ivered in a U.N. speech Friday 
—is likely to lead to anything. 


'Not immediately, and not 


here," Spaak said. "It's a long 
road." 


The top Moscow representa- 


tive at the U.N.'s 25th anniver- 
sary session, Foreign- Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko, was strict- 
y noncommittal. 


'I want to study it thorough- 


y," Gromyko said of Nixon's 
speech. He added, "We are still 
'irmly for peace." 


Expected Little 


Nixon himself clearly did not 


expect any speedy development 
wiping out what he portrayed as 
lie post-World War TL pattern of 
jig powers jockeying for maxi- 
mum advantage in every situa- 
;ion. 


He said the deep U.S.-Soviet 


differences have caused "much 
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of the world's—and the U.N.'s— 
most grievous troubles" and im- 
proved relations between the 
two superpowers are needed to 
lay a base for global peace. 


Nixon said the nuclear super- 


sctates should abandon "the old 
patterns of power politics" for a 
new road. He added: 


"I invite the leaders of the So- 


viet Union to join us in taking 
that new road—to join in a 
peaceful competition, not in the 
accumulation of arms but in the 
dissemination of progress; not 
in the building of missiles but in 
waging a winning war against 
hunger and disease and human 
misery in our own countries and 
around the globe." 


Curb Differences 


The President cited four in- 


centives for Washington and 
Moscow to curb their differ- 
ences: the danger of nuclear ex- 
change, the huge arms burden, 
the potential economic gain 
from 
expanding 
U.S.-Soviet 


trade and pressing economic 
and social needs of others 
around the world. 


He dwelt only briefly on spe- 


cific current crises. He called 
on the Big Two powers to work 
for peace in the Mideast rather 
than risk nuclear confrontation. 


On Vietnam he said, "Let us] 
agree to a cease-fire and negoti-i 
ate a peace." 


For the 127-nation U.N., Nixon! 


endorsed eight endeavors rang- 
ing from foreign aid to popula- 
tion control. Among them was 
an appeal to the world body to 
press for observance of the Ge-| 
neva codes on prisoners of war. j

Favorable Comment 


Nixon received only routine 


applause from the standing- 
room-only gathering of foreign 
dignitaries in the assembly hall

ceptives are being discontinued 
because some dogs given high 
doses developed bemgn~Weast 
tumors. 


The Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration said, however, there is 
no evidence linking the two 
brands to human breast disor- 
ders and "no cause for patient 
alarm." 


Eli Lilly & Co. discontinued 


C-Quens and Upjohn Co. with- 
drew Provest after beagles giv- 
en up to 25 times the human 
doses of component chemicals 
developed breast nodules at an 
earlier age and in larger num- 
bers than control dogs not given 
the drugs. The nodules were not 
cancerous. 


Prudent Action 


"The findings in beagles can- 


not be directly related to human 
experience," said Charles C. 
Edwards, commissioner of the 
FDA.

25 when Israel charged that 
Egypt was violating a military 
standstill agreement by moving 
antiaircraft missiles toward the 
Suez Canal. 


Thant's statement issued by a 


U.N.. spokesman in Ms behalf, 
said: 


"The four foreign ministers 


had a useful exchange of views 
with the secretary-general and 
Ambassador Jarring on the situ- 
ation in the Middle East. 


"They agreed to exert their 


utmost efforts to enable Ambas- 
sador Jarring to resume his 
mission at the earliest possible 
date; to search for possibilities 
through the agreement of the 
parties directly concerned to ex- 
tend the observance of the 
cease-fire for a period to be de- 
termined; and to find a peaceful 
solution on the basis of Resolu- 
tion 242 of the Security Council. 


"The four powers will contin- 


ue their consultations and their 
permanent representatives in 
New York will meet again on 
Oct. 28." 


Resolution 242 set up condi- 


tions for a settlement and called 
for negotiations. 


Since Aug. 25, Israel has re- 


peatedly accused the Egyptians 
of violations. Cairo, rejecting 
the charges, has countered that 
Israel is fortifying positions 
within the standstill zone in vio- 
lation of the plan.

There are various medications 


to control diarrhea and pain. 
Tha pxact ones do not matter as 
much as settling on whatever 
gives the patient substantial 
relief. The patient often (usual- 
ly, I'd say) needs vitamins. If 
there is any anemia, the patient 
should be treated for that, too. 


Diet is variable but should be 


high in protein and of sufficient 
fat (high in calories) so the 
patient does not lose weight. 


Injections of crude liver ex- 


tract have been helpful. 


Steroids (cortisone-type hor- 


mones) have been used with 
varying success. 


Forms of the sulfa drugs, 


which do not absorb rapidly and 
hence 
are 
useful 
in bowel 


disorders, are frequently used 
with regional enteritis. 


Thus there's room for variance 


as to which combination of 
treatments to use, but there are 
basic elements, too. (I certainly 
wouldn't advise trying all meth- 
ods at once!) 


Regional enteritis being the 


stubborn affliction that it is, you 
must allow ample time for any 
treatment. (Have you given all 
four doctors adequate time?) 


Anyway, conservative (non- 


surgical) treatment should be 
given substantial trial 
first. 


Surgery for removal of the 
affected portion of the bowel 
may be necessary if there is 
h e morrhage, obstruction, or 
other complication. 


Unhappily, I have to warn you 


that the recurrence rate of 
regional enteritis is rather high.

Trend to the Left in Latin America 


There is something strange going on 


in many Latin American nations. In 
some places there now is ac- 
commodation between elements usually 
considered conservative and those of a 
radical nature. It begins to seem likely 
that despite military take-overs of 
several governments in the last few 
years that there will continue to be a 
swing toward the left. 


JSven such military coups are no 


longer primarily right wing. The 
government of Peru refers to itself as 
revolutionary and it is apparently 
making some reforms that the left wing 
approves of including the nationalization 
of many American owned industries. 


In Argentina, the government is 


conservative but Peronists make up 
about 40 per cent of the population and 
they seem to be cooperating more and 
more with the far left. Actually Com- 
munist party membership in all of Latin 
America, including Cuba, is estimated 
at less than 300,000. But the cooperation 
between Communists and other leftist 
groups resulted in the honest election of 
a Marxist as President in Chile although 
the election must be confirmed by the 
Senate which has not yet done so. And 
while American trained Bolivian troops 
crushed the guerrillas imported by Che 
Guevara—and killed him—there are 
suspicions that local Communists were 
not active in the revolutionary efforts 


because they think they have their own, 
less violent route to eventual power. 


Especially interesting has been the 


new look of the Roman Catholic church 
in Latin America, once the major backer 
of firm and even oppressive govern- 
ments in nations where the vast 
majority of the people are Catholic. 
More and more members of religious 
orders have actively been seeking better 
conditions for the peasants and 
primitive Indians even to the extent of 
joining revolutionary orders. The 
concern for the dignity of the individual 
which is really a basic in almost every 
religion but that sometimes gets lost in 
bureacracy and the ambitions of lesser 
men has come to the forefront in many 
denominations in recent years. Many 
church leaders in Latin America have 
also been active in trying to convince 
•conservative government leaders that 
for both moral and practical reasons 
reforms that help the poor must be 
made. 


There 
has 
been 
concern 
in 


Washington that more and more Latin 
American nations may swing far to the 
left and even espouse communism. But 
as long as they do not come under the 
direct domination of Russia or China, 
the danger to the United States is 
minimal. It will be interesting to 
discover whether the left wing regime in 
Chile really improves the standards of 
living of Chileans without repressive 
measures. 


Censorship and Cholera 


The Prune Minister of Turkey, 


Suleyman Demireal, has called for calm 
and patience because of the suddenly 
erupting panic developing in his country 
due to an epidemic of cholera. 


The panic is understandable but it is 


also deserved. Cholera has been rapidly 
spreading from Asia—probably first 
from Indonesia—into central Asia, the 
Middle East and Eastern Europe. But a 
number of the countries so afflicted have 
tried to ignore its existence or even deny 
that it was around in the belief that 
concerned tourists would bypass them. 
Because of such tactics the knowledge 
that cholera is no longer necessarily a 
fatal disease and that it can be rather 
easily combatted has not been made 
available to the public in these countries. 
And so, when its epidemic proportions 
could no longer be ignored, it is no 
wonder that panic followed. 


So far up to eighty deaths from 


cholera in Turkey have been unofficially 
reported. But there is also the charge 
that the Health Ministry has ordered 
hospitals not to make public the death 
tolls. The government claims that the 
disease has been restricted to one area 
but independent news sources says this 
is not true. And there is nothing more 
sure to create panic than rumors of such 
an epidemic and lack of faith in the 
statements of governments. 


Due to discoveries about ways to 


combat cholera—including a new one 
which serves to remedy the dehydration 
caused by the disease and which is a 
major cause of death—it can be con- 
trolled. But when government leaders 
conspire to hide the facts, they not only 
lose the confidence of the people—in this 
case they are going to lose a lot of 
citizens as well. 


Censorship and Sex 


The controversy over sex education— 


or family life as some advocates would 
call it in an effort to make it palatable 
to the fearful—continues. And a funny 
thing happened out in Long Island. 


Students in the seventh grade this 


year are using a new health text, Health 
and Safety For You. But one student 
noticed that several pages were missing 
and that the table of contents dealing 
with that particular section had been 
blacked out. His mother called the 
superintendent who confirmed that the 
pages had been deliberately removed 
because they dealt with human sexuality 
and sex education wasn't part of the 


school's curriculum. This particular 
mother borrowed a teacher's copy and 
says the chapters contain nothing more 
than what is in any encyclopedia. She 
personally went over the material with 
her son and his younger brother and 
sisters. 


If there is anything that will more 


surely raise the curiosity of a youngster 
about sex it is to make it a hush-hush 
matter. Even more seriously it gives the 
indication that sex is dirty and shameful. 
There are enough adults suffering under 
these misconceptions without producing 
any more of them in future generations.

Less in Developed Nations 
The Population Council's 


book, called "Population and 
Family Planning Programs: 
A Factbook," notes that the 
population is growing at a 
current rate of 1.9 per cent on 
a worldwide basis. 


In the more developed parts 


of the world, where birth rates 
are comparatively low and 
incomes comparatively high, 
the current population is 
under 1.1 billion and will rise 
to more than 1.2 billion by 
1980. 
The countries in the 


world that can least afford 
higher population growths, the 
underdeveloped ones with 
lower incomes, are going to 
shoulder the greatest burden. 
Their population will grow 
from a current estimated 2.5 
billion to a projected 3.3 billion 
in 1980. 


Europe has the lowest 


growth rate—less than 1 per 
cent. But even with that low 
rate of population increase, 
the current "estimated 460 
million population is expected 
to double in 69 years.

If they 
choose well, they will have toe 
assurance of good per- 
formance for a longer period. 


As one thoughtful politician 


closely associated with the 
gubernatorial contest has put 
it, the four-year term will do 
more to increase the capacity 
of the governor to govern than 
any other reform that would 
be likely to be acceptable. 


The good politician-knows, 


without being cynical about it, 
that the memory span of the 
electorate is short. Past 
governors are not inclined to 
make such admissions. But 
during the recent decade and 
a half of close elections many 
newly inaugurated governors 
doubtless suppressed some of 
their real purposes and their 
real convictions because they 
were concerned about of- 
fending powerful groups of 
voters who would get another 
shot at them in a very short 
time. 


The 
four-year 
term 


therefore, in its most im- 
portant 
probable con- 


sequences, will give the next 
governor the security to start 
what he wants to do without 
worrying about retaliation at 


the polls in the two years that 
pass so swiftly. 


Suppose he is convinced that 


he wants to achieve an im- 
portant reform that may ha^e 
powerful opposition. He could 
put behind it his best effort in 
his first legislative session, 
secure in the knowledge that 
his enemies could not reach 
him until four years later and 
the probability of so many 
intervening events that many 
voters would not remember — 
especially if the action turned 
out to be successful. 


Fiscal Affairs Relevant 


In current Wisconsin cir- 


cumstances, the security 
factor can best be illustrated 
in fiscal affairs. 


Without questioning the 


posture of either guber- 
natorial candidate, the at- 
tentive 
sideliner 
must 


remember that tax increases 
have continued without in- 
terruption for a long time 
under the irresistible force of 
powerful inflation of govern- 
ment services and costs. A 
newly installed governor 
could with reasonable security 
face this unpleasant reality in 
his first term with a margin of 
surplus for his second which 
would make him considerably 
less vulnerable when he ran 
for election four years later. 


He 
could 
make 
ap- 


pointments with greater in- 
dependence. He could remain 
at his desk, learning and 
doing, and defy the pressures 
of the cold chicken circuit for 
the first year or two. 


He could perform, rather 


than squander time and 
energy in ribbon cutting as 
one of the gubernatorial 
contenders who shall be 
anonymous has put it. 


Must Wait Four Years 


All of which means that the 


voter who values his ballot 
will be making a more im- 
portant decision in state 
politics this fall than ever 
before. If he chooses well, he 
will have an assurance of 
satisfaction for a longer 
period. If he chooses the man 
who doesn't perform ac- 
cording to his wishes, he will 
be without recourse for four 
long years. History has shown 
that the recall election is an 
impracticable method of 
correcting electoral blunders. • 


Not so incidentally, the four- 


year term contains grave 
potential consequences for the 
party organizations as such. 
There won't be another 
election for statewide partisan 
ballot office in 1972. The 
defeated party may well 
deteriorate. Conversely, a 
winning party, even as its man 
in the head office at the 
Capitol, can strengthen its 
sinews during that long period 
of security and directed by 
thoroughly pragmatic' men, 
can be depended upon to 
exploit the opportunity.

their suits. Garozzo's rebid of 
four clubs showed a long club 
suit and good distribution. 
North suggested four hearts, 
but Benito's void forced him 
to retreat to five clubs. 


West's opening lead was- 


taken by East's ace. Since 
West had bid diamonds, East 
switched to his singleton dia- 
mond in hopes that West 
could win the trick and return 
a diamond for East to ruff 
with his singleton king of 
trumps. The hand would be 
defeated quickly with the de- 
fense taking the first three 
tricks. 


Benito gave the problem 


little thought. He played his 
ace of diamonds, cashed the 
spade king, and led a low club 
from his hand. East's wish 
had come true — he had won 
his singleton trump king! A 
gift from the Greeks! 


If East returned a spade, 


Garozzo would ruff in dummy 
and discard a diamond from 
his hand. His remaining dia- 
mond would go on the heart 
ace and the defense would be 
limited to a spade trick and 
the trump king. If East re- 
turned a heart, Garozzo would 
discard, both diamonds on the 
ace-king of hearts. 


After taking the ace of 


spades, East could have de- 
feated the contract only if he 
bad forgotten to make a wish! 
If East had played the tramp 
king at trick two, he would 
have escaped the trap and 
even Benito could not have 
made the hand.

WMe a county executive or 


administrator is a major step 
for progress, the ultimate 
answer must be home rule for 
counties. 


This was the near unani- 


mous agreement of top offi- 
cials of the state's urban 
counties who met Friday at 
the Embassy Motor Lodge. - 


State Sen. Myron Lotto, R- 


Brown County, and past pres- 
ident of the Wisconsin County 
Boards Association, said home 
rule for counties is a goal of 
the association but reminded 
the county officials this re- 
quires constitutional amend- 
ments. 


While the meeting topic was 


supposed to be the relation- 
ship and role of the county 
board chairman to the execu- 
tive-administrator, it soon was 
obvious that the question in 
the minds of the officials was 
what was really expected of 
the executive and how could 
he work within the limitations 
of evisting statutes. 


Lloyd Owens, president of 


the association and chairman 


of t h e Waukesha County 
Board, said, "Neither the 
exeuctive nor the administra- 
tor have the power people 
think he has." He said he saw 
the job as one of public 
relations — "selling county 
government." 


Owens said, "We complain 


about mayors but they get 
something done." 


While his job as chairman is 


full time, Owens said the 
position should be played 
down. "The people must have 
one person to go to," he said. 
But, 
he added, "He (the 


executive) won't cure all of 
our ills." 


Eugene Hollister, Walworth 


County chairman and a direc- 
tor of the National Association 
of C o u n t i e s , agreed and 
strongly supported an elected 
executive. "I believe many 
counties are hiring adminis- 
trators to keep from rocking 
the boat," he said. "Utopia 
for too many county board 
members is to be county 
board chairman," he added. 


Winnebago C o u n t y Supv. 


Oliver Thomsen, Neenah, also 
pushed for reduction of county 
board size. The veteran su- 
pervisor also called for night 
meetings of county boards to 
attract younger men. He said 
he would quit the county 
board if he could find a 
younger candidate to run. But, 
he said, "Things are locked hi 
to keep the same people 
coming back (on the board)." 


"What did the legislature 


expect the executive to do?" 
asked Gilbert Berthelsen, Ra- 
cine County administrator. 


"I think the legislature and 


the people expect two differ- 
ent things," Lotto said. Part 
of the job is public relations 
— to represent the county, he 
added. 


But, Lotto said, he wanted 


t o e s t a b l i s h a n executive 
branch elected by the people. 
"I felt there was no one in 
county government who spoke 
for all of the people."

ing Thursday. 


The figures, taken from county 


traffic department r e c o r d s , 
show that there have been 16 
accidents at the location be- 
tween Nov. 21, 1967, and Oct. 5 
of this 'year. 


The issue is a new one from 


the standpoint of traffic safety. 


Thre have been no fatalities

"It is a trouble spot, and we 


feel that before someone gets 
killed the entrances and cross- 
over should be eliminatd.

traffic hazards present.

Circuit Court involving an en- 
tirely different matter regard- 
ing the restaurant access. 


A question has been raised by 


the State of Wisconsin as to 
whether the" drivway leading 
from 41 to the Nino's parking 
lot is, in fact, a legal street 
entrance. The state maintains it 
isn't because the property was 
originally deeded to provide for 
use of the driveway to private 
property only.

MADSON — Wilbur Cohen, 


former secretary

Education and Welfare^ told 
delegates to the Wisconsin Con- 
ference on Aging here that since 
Social Security was born in this 
state, its improvements should 
be actively supported here. 


Cohen, who is now dean of the 


School of Education at- the 
University of Michigan, helped 
draft the original Social Secur- 
ity legislation while he was a 
student at the University of 
Wisconsin. 


Speaking to a general meeting 


of delegates who are drafting 
the Wisconsin portion of pro- 
posals to be presented at the 
White House Conference on 
Aging in 1971, Cohen said he 
caned for an increase of 50 per 
cent in Social Security benefits 
with a base payment of $150 per 
month as HEW secretary two 
years ago. Last year Congress 
approved a 15 per cent increase 
and the Senate has endorsed a 
10 per cent increase in the 
current session, he said. Cohen 
still calls for an additional 35 
per cent increase in the pay- 
ments.
